Dial-A-Ride asks voters to decide

Shall the County of Crawford 
increase the tax millage upon alt 
taxable property, real and personal, 
located within the territorial limits 
of Crawford County as of December 
3ist of the immediately preceding 
year, from three quarters (3/4) of a 
mill to one and one-quarter (1 1/4) 
mills with an estimated revenue 
increase per year of $147,000, for a 
period of five (5) years in order to 
maintain the current levelof services 
of seven (7) days per week provided 
by the Crawford County 
Transportation Authority without 
an increase in the user fare rate and 
which increase shall replace the 
current three quarters (3/4) of one 
(t) mill? 

Voters will be asked to return tothe 
polls fora special county wide election 
on Tuesday, Jan. 24. 

There will be wo ballot proposals 
to be decided; a one-half mull, five- 
year increase in taxes to retain seven 
day per week Dial-A-Ride 
transportation service (the exact 
wording 1s printed above), and a one- 
half mill, five-year tax levy to develop 
an air industnal park at the Grayling 
Amy Airfield. 

The Dial-A-Ride issuc is 
necessitated by a steadily decreasing 
reduction of state and federal 
subsidizations of rural busing systems, 
according to David Frederick, director 
of the Crawford County Transporauon 
Authority (CCTA). 

“In 1983, 75 percent of Dial-A- 


Ride program costs were reimbursed — 


through state and federal operational 
support,” Frederick said. “In fiscal 


year 1993, less than 48 percent of | -: 
were — 
supporied by those sources. We can't | 


operational expenditures 
maintain our seven day per week 
service withoul an increase in 
revenue.” 

Frederick explained that Dial-A- 
Ride has used cost containment 


measures for several years to olfset 
state and federal decreases in his 
operational budget, but the time has 
come when cost containment is no 
longer enough. 

He said the $i fare currently 
charged toride anywhere in the county 
will not be changed. “We've never 
thought raising the user fee tsa viable 
alternative. User fees will not fully 
fund the program.” 

“We're giving the volersachotce,” 
Frederick said, “to continue seven day 
aweek on-demand service, onto accept 
the discontinuance of on-demand 
service on weekends and a small 
reduction of hours on weekdays.” 

Frederick said the ballot proposal 
is the direct result of the complaints 
received when the COTA announced 
the proposed redactions im schediwed 
services last September. Ht was then 
that the COTA board of directors 
decided to ask the voters to decide the 


issuc. Reductions scheduled to take 
place Oct. 1, 1994 were delayed 
pending the outcome of the January 
election, 

At that time, Dial-A-Ride 
announced that the weekday service 
startup time would be changed from

S30 am. to 6:30 am., and that 
Saturday and Sunday on-demand 
service would be eliminated, 

Prederick said, “If the January 
millage proposal is defeated, we wall 
almost certainty have the 
reducbons i seraice.” 

He said there are three good reasons

to retain a full-service Dial-A-Ride 
sysiem, “To protect and preserve 
services available to the young, the 
aged and the handicapped; to improve 
the quality of life in the community; 
and to support the local economy. 

“We want the voters to make an 
informed decision, consistent with the 
best long term interests of the 
community,” Frederick added. 

The CCTA Dial-A-Ride program 
has consistently had a ridership of 
approximately 100,000 passengers per 
year, logging more than 16,000 hours 
of service and more than 350,000 
highway miles per year. It has been 
one ofantly three Dial-A-Ride systems 
in Michivan to operate a full seven 
days a week.

Who's on first? 
Commission proceedings unclear... 
especially to county commissioners

Before alS of the commissioners 
were Clear about what was being dis- 
cussed at the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners meeting on 
Wednesday, Dec. 28, motions were 
made and actions were taken, 

Commissioner Robert McLachlan 
wanted to pass a motion that would 
provide a dock in pay for county 
employees who did not keep their 
department open when it was sup- 
posed to be. Apparently a county dc- 
partment closed without notice and 
McLachlan wanted to penalize the 
people who worked there with a dock 
in pay for the time of closure. 

Despite Commissioner Robert 
Smock Jr, stating that he did not know 
what the other commissioners were 
talking about, details were not pro- 
vided. The name of the department, 
the time of closure, and ther reason n for 


the closure were never menuoned, 
McLachlan made a motion, which was 
withdrawn after Dennis Long, com- 
mission chairman, sugyested the mat- 
ter be referred to the payroll commit 
tee. Commissioner Smock never re- 
ceived an explanation during the 
mecting from the other Commission- 
ers to Clarify the matter. 

Commissioner Larry Mattis was 
asked later about the lack of clarity. 
Mattis said, “It was just meant to be 
that way, The department head knew 
which one they were talking about. | 
think the commissioners were trying 
to send a message, not just to that de- 
partment head, but to all of the depart- 
ments, It's like closing the county 
building for the lunch hour. It took us 
a long, long time to change that.” 

At the meeting Mattis stressed that 
the commissioners were there to pro- 
vide a service to the community and 
wey can’t oe bie ay having: laa 
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ments close. He said someone should 
be available for the public to talk to, 
even if twas justia secretary taking a 
MCSSARE. 

Matus recogaized how confusing 
being at a commissioner's meeung 
can sometimes be for members of 
the public. 

“They (the commissioners) get a 
litde more information and they try to 
keep it to themselves,” said Mattrs. 

It was also discussed whether Pro- 
bate Court Juvenile Referee Tom 
Haske) should receive a retroactive 
pay raise. A mouion was made to grant 
the pay increase and supported 
before commissioners were aware of 
the amount involved or the length of 
ume involved, 

Commissioner McLachlan ques- 
tioned giving a pay raise to Haskel 
because Mclachlan said they had just 
had to approve $77,000 in overruns 
for Haskel’s department. 

County Clerk Beth Wicland and 
Chairman Dennis Long were quick to 
correct McLachlan. The $77,000 was

DNR set to buy 
more private land 


Two parcels, 1,420 acres with river 
frontage in Frederic Township 


Two large acts of pn vale property 
in Crawford County have been 
idenufied as being considered for 
purchase by the Michigan Depamment 
of Natural Resources (ONR) under 
the Michigan Natural Resources Trust 
Fund (MNRTF). 

The Magmelse Tract, a 1,030 acre 
parcel of land in Fredene Township 
(T27N-R4W-Sec, 20-27), located 
approximately one mile west of the 
Old US-27/M-93 intersection, is listed 
as a recommended purchase for the 
DNR's Forest Management Division 
ata price of $850,000. 

The land includes over two miles 
of frontage on both sides of the 
AuSable River, south of Sand Hill 
Lake and north of the Wendy Lane 
subdivision, 

The other parcel of land, which ts 
390 acres with 10,000 feet of river 
frontage, is also located in Frederic 
Township (T28N-RAW-Sec. 30-32), 
and borders the west side of the 
Manistee River north of County Road 
612. It is currently owned by the 
Manistee Land Co. and was 
recommended at a purchase price of 
$375,000, also for the DNR Forest 
Management Division, 

The two parcels, combined with 
other recent state acquisitions, 
including the McArthur Tract, 1,419 
acres; the Williams Tract, 757 acres; 
the Shell Oil Tract 435 acres; and the 
Kollinger Tract, of 80 acres, will bring

The acquisition projects are heavily 
concentrated in southern Michigan and 
urban counties, although the largest 
grant is for the acquisition of 42,000 
acres of additional state forest land in 
the Two- Hearted River Watershed in 
the Upper Peninsula’s Luce County.

DNR to hold 
forest management 
Open house on Jan. 19 


The Department of Natura! 
Resources (DNR) will hold an open 
house on Jan. 19, to provide 
information and accept public 
comment on proposed actions related 
to the AuSable State Forest, Grayling 
Forest Arca inventory for 1996. 

The meeting will be held from 3 to 
8 p.m. at the DNR's Grayling office, 
located at 1955 North I-75 Business 
Loop, Grayling. 

“Each year foresters do a detailed 
inventory of one-tenth of the (crest,” 
Jim McMillan, arca forest manager 
said, “Information is gathered on sizc, 
age, and health of uces; wildlife and 
recreational use and need; and social 
factors, such as the proximity of the 
arca to roads and neighborhoods. From 
this information, the DNR determines 
management needs for the arca of 


forest inventoried in a given year.” 
Maps showing cover types and 
proposed treatments, as well as the 
inventory data, will be available for 
viewing at the open house. DNR 
personnel will be present to answer 
questions, discuss issues and accept 
any comments visitors may have. 
The Grayling Forest Area consists 
of state forest fand in Alcona, 
Crawford, losco and Oscoda counties.

Branch in Crawford County; Oscoda

Consumers Power asks for 
natural gas rate increase 


Consumers Power Company has 
filed a request with the Michigan Public 
Service Commission to raise its natural 
gas rates by $21.4 million annually or 
1.9 percent. The filing secks recovery 
of post-retirement expenditures, costs 
related to manufactured gas plant 
clean-up expenses, and continued 
offering of cost-based rates for all 
customers. 

The filing is the first gas rate increase 
Consumers Power has soughtin seven 
years, The utility will continue to be 
among the nation’s least expensive 
gas utilities, even with regulatory 
approval of the request. The most 
recent survey by the National 


Association of Regulatory Utility 
Commissioners determined that 
Consumers Power's typical residential 
customer pays less than whatischarged 
by 94 percent of the nation’s gas 
utilities, 

“Consumers Power Company is 
Michigan's lowest-cost gas utility, due 
primarily to our effective balancing of 
gas purchasing and storage 
requirements, and the overall high 
efficiency of our gas operations. 
Today’s filing protects our low-cost 
standing, while providing for recovery 
of increased costs,” said Michacl G. 
Morris, the utility’s present and chief 
executive officer.

Crawford County community 
suffers from the silent epidemic

It happens every 12 seconds-—ac- 
cording to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, a woman is beaten in the 
United States every 12 seconds. 

In fact, domestic violence is the 
leading cause of injury to women in 


the U.S. It is estimated that between | 
2,000 and 4,000 women die cach year | 


as a result of battering or abuse. 

According to the Michigan Depart- 
mentof State Police, there were 34 50S 
reported victims of domestic violence 
state-wide in 1993, Of these, more 
than 26,000 victims were female and 
more than 7,000 were children (under 
the age of 19). 

During fiscat year 1994, River 
House Shelter, in serving the four 
counties of Crawford, Roscommon, 
Ogemaw, and Oscoda, received over 
700 crisis calls, and housed or served 
through outreach programs, 440 vic- 
tims of domestic violence (women 
and children), 

Domestic violence has reached such 
epidemic proportions, it led former 
Surgeon Generai C. Everett Koop to 
officially recognize battering as a 


national health problem, costing bil- | 
lions of dollars spent in emergency | 


room services, public health costs, 
lowered work-related productivity, 
staff turnover, absentecism and exces- 
stve use of medical benefits. 

During the last 20 years, domestic 
violence issucs have been increasingly 
visible, affecting legal reform, social 


service intervention, development of 
women’s shelters and crisis hotlines, 
such as River House Shelter provides, 
and changes in federal and state tegis- 
lation, including the Violence Against 
Women Act of 1993, and the recent 
passage of the Michigan Public Acts, 


The Michigan Women’s Commis- 


} sion commended the levislature for 


prompt passage of new domestic vio- 
lence and anti-stalking tegislation. 
The new laws expand and clarify 
current laws relating to the issuance 
of injunctive orders, now called 
personal protection orders. Greater 
protection 1s provided because: 
*The personal protection orders 


; will be immediatcly enforcable upon 
J being signed by a judpe; 


«Women who are in dating rela- 
vonships can obluin orders; current 
law provides for personal protecuon 
orders only for people in spousal re- 
lagionships or who have a child in 
COMMON, 

"Orders will be catered into the 
LEIN system so informauon ts avail- 
able to all law enforcement officials 
In the slate; 

*Jucges must go on record if they 
deny an individual a personal pro- 
tecuion order; and 

*Orders will keep the abuser away

which secks to provide increased pro- 
tection for victims of abuse. However, 
domestic violence assaults continue 
to frequently go unreported.

Battered women often remain silent 
out of fear and shame, fear of being 
publicly blamed for causing or even 
liking the violent attacks, fear of vio- 
lent retaliation by their abusive part- 
ners, and shame of admitting and rec- 
ognizing themselves as victims of do- 
mestic violence. 

Experts for the field of domestic 
violence, serving on federal and state 
task forces, insist solutions lie in 
making the private, hidden shame of 
violence in the home a public issue, 
while providing safe havens and 
emotional support for victims, at the 
same time increasing the punishment 
levied upon assailants.

New Year resolution #1: Living without debt 


The 1994 holiday season saw a 
strange phenomenon; instead of buying 
everything in sight, some people 
actually stuck to their budgets and 
saved money. Although owners of 
retail stores may not have been happy 
about this, those individuals who woke 
up New Year's Day knowing they 
wouldn't be facing a pile of holiday 
bills feel pretty good about it. 

Unfornunaitcly, noteveryone showed 
such restraint. Many millions of 
Americans did go into debt for the 
holidays. Many of them added their 
holiday debt to an already 
unmanageable pile of debt from carlier 
spending. 

The key is to get out of debt. The 
Michigan Credit Union League offers 
ten concrete steps to get out of debt in 
1995, 

1. Understand that credits notmore 
moncy. If yourcreditcard has a $5 000 
limit, you don't have $5,000. You 
only have the night to rent $5,000 and 
you'll pay a very high price for that 
right. Credit cards are the original 
“rent-to-own” scheme. 

2. If you’re going to use a credit 
card, make sure it doesn’t have a high 
interest rate. Some people are sul! 
carrying cards with interest rates of 19 
percent or higher. With a little 
shopping around, you oughtto be able 
10 find a card at 14 percent or below, 
Credit unions have traditionally had 
better rates than other programs, but 
use the phone to compare. 

3. Stop using credit, People find it 
easier to spend when they pull that 
plastic out of their wallet but in the 
long run, it’s cheaper to pay cash. If 
you can’t control your credit card 
spending, cut them up and throw them 


away. If you feel the need to carry al 
least one card for emergencies, put a 
rubber band around it to remind you 
that big sales don't qualify as 
emergencies. 

4. Sitdown and make a list of your 
debts. Include how much youowe and 
what rate of interest you are being 
charged on cach debt. Pay off the one 
with the most expensive interest rate 
first, not necessarily the largest amount 
owed. Update the list each month and 
tal the amount owed to make sure 
that itis getung smaller each month. 

S. Establish a savings plan. You 
should have both short-term and long- 
term savings goals. The short term ts 
for things like insurance, aulo repairs, 
holiday gifts and other regular, 
predictable costs, The long-term is for 
house down payments, kids’ college 
and reurement. Keep the two funds 
separate and set a specific amount to 
gO into each fund out of every 
paycheck. 

6. Save first. Don’ttry to save out of 
whatever moncy is leftover after other 
bills have been paid. There won't be 
any, Treat your savings as the first bill 
you pay. You have probably already 
been living beyond your means but 
credit has disguised it. Making your 
savings payments first, forces you to

see what you really have to live on. 

7. Carry a little notebook around 
with you for one month and write 
down everything you spend. 
Everything from the home mortgage 
payment to the 45¢ pack of gum. Small 
things can add up. That 79¢ cup of 
coffee you pick upon the way to work 
cach day wilt total $200 over the course 
of the year. Even a low-cost $5 lunch 
cach working day will cost $1,250 
over a year. You can’t start trimming 
costs until you actually know what 
you're spending. 

8. Based on your savings goals and 
the spending patterns you've tracked, 
establish a spending plan. Then follow 
it. The plan doesn’t have to be brilliant, 
it just has to be followed. You don’t 
have to be a rocket scientist to design 
a budget, you just need the will to 
follow it. 

9. If married, involve your family in 
your budget planning. A successful 
budget isn’t tmposed from above, it 
emerges from consensus. If everyone 
in the family doesn’ t feel their interests 
have been considered, they won't be 
motivated to make the spending plana

10. Compare fees and services at 
various financial institutions. For 
example, credit unions typically offer 


lower fees on everything from 
checking accounts to credit cards. 
Credit unions also offer higher interest 
rates on savings accounts.

Americans still support environment 


‘94 election not a vote against protection 


Support for the environmentand the 
laws that protect it remains strong in 
the wake of the Republican electoral 
revolution, according to a new Peter 
D. Hart Research Associates poll, 
Commissioned by the National Wildlife 
Federation (NWF). 

“Anyone who thought this election 
was a mandate to undo 25 years of 
environmental protection had better 
think again,” said NWF President J ay 
D. Hair. “Protecting our health, our 
natural resources and our children’s 
future is not a partisan matter.” 

The poll found only a small 
percentage of voters considered 
environmental positions when 
choosing candidates, with issues like 
crime and the economy playing a far 
greater role in influencing decisions. 

“Candidates weren't talking about 
the environment and the voters had 
other things on their minds,” explained 
polister Peter D. Hart. “But when we 


asked them about the environment, 
they had very strong opinions.” 

Respondents expressed over- 
whelming support for the environment 
and regulations designed to protect it. 
Forty-one percent of all voters and 34 
percent of those who cast Republican 
Congressional ballots said existing 
laws don’t go far enough in protecting 
the environment. Twenty-one percent 
of both groups said existing laws strike 
the right balance, while only 18 percent 
and 25 percent, respectively, felt 
existing environmental laws go too 
far. 


Support was equally strong among 
voters expressing particular concern 
for the economy, jobs and the cost of 
living —- often cited as a reason for 
limiting environmental protection. 
Again, 41 percent said current laws 
don't go far enough. And there was 
littke sympathy for claims that

56 percent oppose requiring 
compensation of property owners, 
prevented by environmental 
regulations, from doing what they want 
with their land, 

°57 percent favor maintaining the 
strong provisions of the Endangered 
Species Act. 


*63 percent say mining, ranching 
and logging operations should be 
Charged a “fair market fee” for use of 
public land, 

*64 percent favor redirecting crop 
Subsidies toencourage farmers to keep 
pesticides out of food and water. 


“Conserving this earth isn’t Liberal 


or Conservative, Republican or 
Democrat,” Hair said. “It is the only 
way to ensure that our grandchildren 
enjoy a quality of life as least as good 
as what we have, and with hard work 
and good will, perhaps one much 
better.” 

The National Wildlife Federation is 
the nation’s largest conservation 
education organization. Founded in 
1936, the federation works to educate 
and assist individuals and 
Organizations to conserve natural 
resources, and to protect the Earth’s 
environment.

Pair of mallards featured 
on 1995-96 Duck Stamp 


A pair of brothers from Plymouth, 
MN, captured the top two places in the 
1994 Federal Duck Stamp Contest, 
continuing a family tradition that has 
produced three winners and a number 
of finalists in the prestigious national 
art competition, 

Jim Hautman, 30, won the contest 
held Nov, 1-2 in Washington, D.C., 
with anacrylic painting of two mallards 
in flight. The design will be featured 
on the 1995-96 Federal Duck Stamp. 
Moncy from the sale of the stamp is 
used to purchase and protect vital 
wetlands for waterfowl and numerous 
other specics. 

Meanwhile, brother Robert, 34, took 
second place in this ycar’s contest 
with a painting of a Canada goose. It 
was the fourth year in a row Robert 
was a finalist in the competition. 

Jim said he got the idea for the 
winning design while on a goose- 
hunting trip in Manitoba, Canada, last 
year. “We found a bumt field with 
thousands of mailards,” he said. “That 
helped me get a visual image of the 
birds I wanted to paint.” 

The Duck Stamp has been issucd 
annually by the federal government 
since 1934, whenJ.N. “Ding” Darling, 
chief of the service’s predecessor 
agency, the U.S. Biological Survey, 
initiated the program and took it upon 


himself to design the first stamp. 
Artwork for Duck Stamps was 
commissioned until 1949, when the 
service began having annua! contests 
to select the design. 

Darling initiated the program to 
secure a viable funding source for 
purchasing waterfowl habitat for 
inclusion in the National Wildlife 
Refuge System. All waterfowl hunters 
16 years of age and older are required 
to purchase a Duck Stamp annually. 
Duck Stamps also have become 
valuable collector's items for 
philatelists, and many conservationists 
buy Duck Stampsasa way tocontribute 
to wildlife and habitat protection. 

Federal Duck Stamps currently cost 
$15. Ninety-cightcents of every Duck 
Stamp dollar is used for acquiring 
wetlands habitat. Todate, $452 million 
raised from Duck Stamp sales has 
been used to acquired 4.2 million acres 
of wetlands for the refuge system.

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M.S.U. EXTENSION NEWS

You don’t have to wait until New 
Year’s Day to start keeping a 
resolution. You can begin any time. 
You don’t have to do everything at 
OrKeE, 

If you begin now and add one new 
healihy habit a month, you'll have 
significantly improved your family’s 
well-being by a year from now. 

Consider the following: 

Month 1: Commit to the bean 
routine -— serve legumes more often. 
Dry peas and beans are an excellent 
source of fiber and other complex 
carbohydrates — important nutrients 
that most Americans don'teat enough 
of -—- and a low-fat source of protein. 
Start small. If you're not used to 
eating beans, eat small servings 
initially, then slowly increase your 
intake to help reduce bean bloat. 

Month 2: Downsize protein 
portions. Most Americans cat more 
protein than they need. Limit your 
consumption of immed lean meats, 
poultry and fish to five to seven ounces 
per day, and you'll be more likely to 
keep fatand cholesterol incheck. A3- 
ounce portion of meat is about the 
same size as a deck of cards. 

Month 3: Count fat grams, not 


calories. People who cat a high-fat 
diet tend to gain more weight than 
those who eat the same number of 
calories from lower fat foods. To find 
out more about how many grams of fat 
you should be consuming, contact your 
local county MSU Extension office 
and ask for the USDA's Food Guide 
Pyramid pamphlet (60 cents). 
Month 4: Adopt the “‘five-a-day” 
approach to better health. The National 
Cancer Institute estimates that 
approximately 140 million Americans 
~— almost half the population —- eat 
fewer than the recommended five 
servings of fruits and vegetables a 
day. What are they missing? Fruits 
and vegetables provide much-needed 
vitamins, minerals and fiber and no 
cholesterol. Almost all are naturally 
low in calories, fat and sodium. 
Month 5: Make an effort to cat 
seafood at least twice a week. Most 
seafood is low in fat and is an ideal 
replacement for fattier protein food. 
All fish and shellfish have special oils 
(omega-3 fatty acids), that some 
studies suggest may protect against 
heart disease. Be sure to observe any 
advisones for local fish. 
Month 6: Replace a standard-fat 


product with a low-fat one. These 
trades will save calories and fat. 
Switching from whole milk to skim 
milk for two glasses a day, for instance, 
will save you more than 50,000 calories 
a year. If everything else stayed the 
same, that would mean a weight loss 
of 14.5 pounds! 

Month 7: Eat your antioxidants. 
Saidies have shown that antiotoxidants 
such as vitamin C, vitamin E and beta 
carotene may reduce the risk of certain 
diseases, such as cancer and heart 
disease. Sweet potatoes, berries, 
peppers, wheat germ, spinach, carrots,

You probably beheve the “Hi is 
justia “bad cold” that can’t be pre 
vented or treated, and you're un- 
likely to seek medical help for the

But indluenzais both preventable 
and treatable. and medications are 
available (0 combat the infection, 

Often mistaken for the common 
cold. influenzae is a contagious in- 
fection caused by a virus that con- 
Uintlly changes its genetic makeup, 
The most common forms of influen- 
7a Viruses are iwpes A and B. In- 
Hluenza type A, the more serious of 
the (vo, can cause major epidemics, 
Type Bais mild and typically affects 
children and young adults. 

Flu iiness begins with a sudden 
onset of levers muscle and body 
aches, headache. cough, and sore 
throat. Vomiting and diarrhea are usu- 
alfy not caused by influenza virus. 

The illness spreads rapidly via 
droplets of respiratory fluid when 
someone sneezes or coughs, or 
through physical contact. For exam- 
ple, an infected person touches his 
hose, then transmits the virus to an- 
other with a handshake or by de- 
positing the virus onto a surface, 
Where influenza can live for up to six 
hours, 

The primary way to prevent the 
flu is to get vaccinated. While in- 


flucnza vaccines are generally 70 to 
90 percent cffective in preventing 
discase. they are nota guarantee that

Prescription antiviral medica- 
tons, such as Flumadine Gimanta- 
dine HCE. inhibit the activity of the 
Virus, Flumadine ean be used to treat 
intlucnza A in adults and the elder- 
ly aad to prevent the disease in chil- 
dren. adults and the elderly. In con- 
trofled clinical trials with Flumadine, 
the drug's most common side effects 
mcluded tnsoninia, dizziness and 
nausea. cach Of which generally o¢- 
curred in less than 3 percent of pa- 
tents, 

“Unlike nonpreseripuion, over: 
the-counter medications that tem- 
porartly relieve symptoms of the tl- 
ness, Flumadine helps stop. the 
Influenza Virus from reproducing, so 
the illness will go away faster.” said 
Robert Belshe, M.D... professor and 
director, Division of Infectious Dis- 
eiises, St. Louts University School of 
Medicine, “And because patients 
have less virus in their systems, they 
may be less likely to spread it to oth- 
ers.” he added. 

Preventing influenza A as espe- 
cially important for people with 
chronic iInesses such as diabetes 
and heart, lung or kidney disease. It 
is also important to children with 
asthma and everyone over the age of 
65, as these groups are most Itkely 
to develop serious complications 
from influenza. 


Money available for 
home improvement 
grants, subsidized loans 


Most homeowners are unaware that 
regardless of their income there are 
federal, state and local programs that 
will help them repair or remodel their 
homes. 

Governmentatall levels recognizes 
that neighborhoods are the basis of life 
inour country. When aneighborhood 
deteriorates, many things happen both 
physically and socially. When the 
homes look shabby, a neighborhood 
seems more attractive to crime and 
criminals, An area in decline is like a 
spreading cancer. As homes become 


shabby looking and in need of 


maintenance, the residents lose their 
desire to keep up the neighborhood. 
Streets become receptacles for trash, 
schools lower their standards and very 
quickly, the selling price of homes in 
the area drops sharply. Thisaccelerates 
the cycle of degeneration. 

In order to keep and maintain the 
nation’s housing and neighborhoods, 
govemmentatall levels have programs 
togive homeowners money (that does 
not have to be repaid) for repairs or to 
lend them money at below market 
levels or at no interest. In many areas 
utility companies will eitherdo energy 
conservation work free or at low cost 
and in other places will lend 
homeowners money at no interest, to 
pay the contractor of their choice for 
the necessary work. In addition there 
are tax incentives to promote efficient 
energy use. 

These programs are not restricted to 
low-income people, slum arcas or 
urban neighborhoods. Owners of 
single or multi-family dwellings are 
eligible. While the grants do not have 
to be repaid, most of the loans offer 
low or no-interest, long terms and low 
payments,

Robert L. Berko, executive director 
of CERC, said, “Some programs have 
no income ceiling and others allow 
income of as muchas $50,000 per year 
or more. There are even programs for 
which tenants are eligible and many 
allow foans to poor credit nsks. in 
many areas, people with disabilities 
can receive grants to pay for needed 
repairs such as access ramps and 
widening of doorways.” 

Since it is important that the work 
be donc properly, the book includes a 
section describing the rough cost of 
the cost of many jobs, as wellasadvice 
on picking a contractor, negotiating a 
contract, and insuring that the work is 
done properly and for a fair price.
